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TERRIBLE CALAMITY.

Three Men Saffoented to Death—Narrow Es-
enpe eof Others—Herele Conduct of Sur-
vivors.

The Pittaburg Commersial of last evening says:—

One of the wost awful calamities that we have had
10 record for along time occurred last evening at
about 6 o'clock, In Ormshy borough, & short distance
above the Birmingham carstation. By this calamity
three men lost ther lves alimost [nstantly, and two
othera who endeavored to save them barely escaped
paying the forfeit of their own lives for their hero-
_18m, The calamity took place on the premises of
¥ Mathins Wilhelm, 5r., who Keeps a boarding-house
on Uarson strect, Ormsaby boreuih, between [hmsen
and MoOlurg streets, about s square beyond the
Passenger Lallway Depot, Mr. Withelm had for
some Hme been engaged in digging a well to be used
a8 « yault, which-he completed yesterday.

The new vanlt 18 contiguons to one thiat has been
in use for many years, and separated therefrom
gome eighteen inches, Mr. Wilheln, a little after 6
o'clock, descended by & ladder to the bottom of the
well for the {mrpum of making an opesing between
it and the oid well adjoining. It wppears that he
arrived In safety at the bottom of the well, crow-bar
in hand, and succeeded In making an opening be-
iween the wells, when the polsonous gas from
the old well rushed throngh the aperture and
forced Mr. Wilhelm to hurry up the ladder
in order to cecape the deleterioue alr, The old man
had ascended about half-way up the ladder, when
the gas had such an efect apon him that he lost his
power and fell back to the bottom. Matthlas, Jr.,
the son, was ol the top of the well, and a8 goon as
he saw his father fall from the ladder he descended
in order to rescoe him, The moment he reached
the same place on the Jndder from whioh his father
haa iallen—about elght feet from the bottom of the
vault—he seemed to lose all physieal power, and fell
headlong into the reeking anyss of death below,

By this time a large nuamber of people had
gathered to the spot, attracted by the cries of the
women and children in the neighborhood, Mr,
Jumes Mooney, who Kept a saloon on the opposite
flde of the street, started down the ladder to rescue
the two Wilhelms, and hein turn was saffocated
aud fell from the lndder, and of conrge lost iy |1fe,
Af the erowd Incoreased every one seemed anxious
to rescue thuse who were In the deadly vault below,

Among those who volunteered to descend
to the rellef of the dying men was Richard
Mackey., He started down the ladder, with

a rope ted about iis body, which was held by strong
hauds at the mouth of the well. He had scarcely
reached the middle of the excavation when a sud-
den jerk at the rope gave those at the top the fofor-
mation that e too was helng sutffocated, He was
promptly pulled to the surface alive, although lire
affirst was seemingly extinet, and it was almosgt an
hour before he was restored to consclonsness. In
effecting his rescue he recelved o very serlons wonnd
in the right thigh, as well a8 several very severe
wounds in the back hy the fall,

The next attempt was nade by Patrick Harvey,
an old man who lived in the famlly of Moonoy, the
#aloon Kecper, he also tAKIng the precaution-of-havs-

Ing a rope Hwi around his walst, Jdescended into the
gull of death, and wus drawn up, fortunately, in
time to gave lfe—but only in time,

The bodies of the dead were drawn out of the
vault at about half-past 7 o'clock last night with
grappling frons, and thelr remalns properly pre-
paréd 1or interment, and removed to thelr respec-
tive homes,

When the two Wilhelms were brought to the sur-
facs with the grappling lrons, the father was clasped
in the arms of the son.

The scene at the time of the accident was one to
which no description can do justice. The crowd of
anxtons pelghbors and friends stood helpless und
appalled, while the bereaved wives and mothers
were absolutely distracted by thelr grief, and rent
the alr with their shrieks and groans. No words
can suMcently praise the noble herolsm of the
younger Wilhelm and Mooney who, gave their lives
80 sgenerously, and Harvey and Mackey, who with
equal generosity offered thelrs.

THE KOECKER DIVORCE CANE,

To-day's Proceedings— The Libelinnt Nacks te
Withdraw—The (Question of Entorcing the
Attendance of the Danghters.

Court of Common Pleas—Judge Pazson,

The case of Loutsa 1. Koecker v, Dr. Loenard R.
Koeoker, libel in divorce, war resamed to-day.

Mr, Cuyler, of connsel for Mra. Koecker, asked
leave to withdraw the issues in this case, and In
order to glve connsel on the other side time to look
into the question, asked that the jury shoald be nd-
]ourne‘d untll to-merrow, when the motion would be
argued.

‘Connsel for the respondent objected to the rule
and to the adjournment, and therefore the Conrt
ordered the motion to be reduced to writing, and
an argument was at once had,

The Judge decided that after the swearing of the
jury to try the cause It was too late for the lipellant
to withdraw the lssues, especially in the face of
opposition from the other slde, mnd therefore the
motion was overruled,

Mr. Cuyler then moved for judgment of nonsnlt,
gaying that he conld not consent to try the cause in
the absence of his witnesses,

This was also opposed by the respondent’s coun-
sel, who said that from the inning of this suit to
its present stage the Doctor had seen at the whip
and spur of the wife, She had pursned him from
dauy to day, destroyed his business, harassed him
with & sull for alimony, when sue had an ladepen-
dent estate far in excess of his. She had preferred
accueations of the most biackening and damuing
nature against his character and the names
of two highly respectable ladies. Now,
at the “mere caprice of a lady who nad
done all this & nonsult was asked, which amounted
to amere digcontinuance of the cause with power
to renew It at any time, The respondent, having
been forced here, was entitled to a fall trinl upon
these charges; If they were [ounded upon anything
like reality, he and his friends were entitled o be
made aware of it, 5o that they might prepare to meet
it. If they were insincerely made and unsupported
by facts, it was his right to have this insincerity
made patent by the verdict of the jury who were
sworn and were walting to try this canse.

Mr, Cuyler, in his reply, sald that this form of saf-
I'nrltuf 4 nousuit was the most usual In every day

ractice, and he hardly thought an argument conld

s made against it But if he merely based this mo-
tion upon the diseretion of the court, he thought
that discretion would be exercised by his client in
favor of granting the nonsuit, For when the court
granted such s writ as thst of habeas corpus agatnst
the respondent, commanding mm to produce his
children, no one had a right to question the power
to grant it, and, having granted it, the power to en-
force obedience to It.  Helylng upon this, and being
surprigsed by the court’s dechding that the writ was
Improvidently granted and could nat be enforeed
ceunsel could not be charged with negligence l}
they were unprepared for trial.  Certainly the libel-
lant ghould not be visited with the conseguences of
the solemmn judgment of the court first pronounced
in her favor, and then unexpectedly reversed, On
the point of the right to this judgment of nonsait
various anthorities were clted,

The Judge sald he had no doubt of the right of the
Hbellant in a divorce case to take a nonsult, and the
motion was accordingly allowed, And 8o endeth in
nothing that which yesterday threatenced to be a
great gensation.

Iu regard to the writ of habeas corpus ad testifican=
dum which was [8sued agalnst Dr. Koecker to gom-
pel him to bring his daeghters from Boston to tes-
fy for the libellant, and u||mn his refusal to obey
which coungel for the lHbellant baged & motion to
coerce the regpondent to prodoce the danghters and
a postponement of the trial, which motion was re-
fuged, his Honor this morning disposed of the mat-
ter finally. He sald :—“Yesterday I merely declded
that the libellant was in  no position to ask
a continuance because of the oon-produastion of
these witnesses, and 1 now proceed 1o pass upon the
writ itgelf. ‘The writ of habeas corpus ad festiricans
dum 18 A common law writ, to be ssaed In proper
cases by a gcommon law court. It {ssues elther to
bring up & prisoner or & man In daress, as & seamnn
conflued on board & man of war; and the proper
practice is to take a rnle to show cause why the writ
shonlid not be allowed, founded upon an aftidavit of
three things. First, of the Imprisonment or duress;
pecond, of the materiality of che evidence to ba ob-
tained from the prisoner; and third, of the anxlety
or willingness of the witness to attend,

This last point was entirely overlooked in this
care, and 1t 18 not intimated that these young ladies
desired at all to come here and testify in this trial.
It may be conceded that they are beyond the reach
of the process of this court; yet we are asked to do
that by indirection which we cannot do directly, to
coerce the attendance of these young ladies by
placing their father in 8 position of contempt, and
forcing him to send for them. The amdavit should
have sala the daugaters were wllilnf to come., I
am clear that the writ was Improvidently issaed,
and at the vime intimated & doubt of [ts propriety
by reserving the question of my power to enforce
the writ after It was lssued ; and, having been go
improvidently issued, it is now discharged,

e result of the case—a “‘nonsuit” for the libel-
lant, Mrs, Koecker—was not unexpected to those
who were in conrt yesterday and witnessed the evi-
dent weakness displayed on the part of the libellant,
A8 we could glean from the speeches of the
counsel, a whole Eur had elapsed since the
commencement of the sult, during which time the
libellant could have avalled herselfl of the oppor-
tunity for taking the testimony of the two danghters
of Dr, Koecker, and yet she neglected to do so, On
Monday last Mrs. Koecker made application to have
the case put down on the list for trinl, and though
o’)poaed by the respondent a8 belng sprung upon
him suddenly without reasonable notice, the court
granted the application, Dr, Koecker came into
court yesterday, prepared for trial, short as the

notice was, and was then met with an
spplication for & conunuance on the ground
that his chldren were important Wite

nesges  for the  libellant, and had not been
produced, The Court very properly dismissed the
jule for a continuance, on the ground that as the
libellant had allowed a whole year to pass without
procuring the testimony of the children, she conld
not now clalm to be benetited by her own neglect.
The elogquent remarks of Attorney-General Brew-
ster with  regard to  the vindictiveness
and malice with which Dr. Koecker had
been pursued, caolminating In the attempt to
drug his two dsughters Into a public court,
elicited the warmest approbation from everybody
present.  And the conviction foroced itself upon the
minds of every one that the libellant did not want
& trial, but ruther to force the respondent to o sot-
tlement by threatening the ruin of his children.
This I8 more apparent to those who know anythin
of the course pursued by the lawyer who conduacte
the prosecution tor lbellant. Every means that
counld be devised to potson the mind of the public
and create an unfavorable opinion against the Doc-
tor was resorted to,

Every rule or motion before the court, no matter
how ferelgn to the subject, was made & prevext to
drag in the pames of innocent parties and b acken
the character of Dr. Koecker, A most estimable
young lady, against whoss charaoter not a breath of
suspicion existed, was charactoriged in open ocourt
a8 & “wanton,” whilst Dr, Koecker was socased of
perjury and tareatenesd with the Penitentary, All
this time the Doctor was eagerly looking for a trial,
gpurping all offers of compromise, never yielding
one fuch, either to solicitations of hisfrienas or the
threats of his enemies. HBefore the commence-
ment of the pult tho offer was made by the counseal
for the libellant to compromise all the
diMeulties, If the Doctor would ¥y Mrs. Koecker
§10,000, ecupled with the threat, in case of refusal,
to conmence the sult for divoroe, whioh was to rula
his reputation forever. ‘This the Doctor indignantly
refused, defylng them to do thelr worst, and emphs-
tically determined to be a8 indifferent to blandish-

duents as threats, and to #eek & public
vindlcation sagalnat their malicious sttacks,
After diligently working to that end for a

whole year, the Doctor thought he had arrived
st the long-wishieador moment yesterday; but
the result of to-day% proceedings shows that the
visdication of & publie trial s not to be vonchsafed
to him. If, however, his vindication 18 not to be
estahlished by the verdiot of a jury, he will at loast
have e satisfaction of knowing that he hus the
sympathy of bis friends and their firm bellef ia his
;?ure imnocence of all the charges brought agalnst
m.

The Executlon of John Denl nt Readiog To-
day—Seenes and Incldents — The Prisooer's
Hopes of n Reprieve,

Spectal Despatch to The Evening Telegraph.

Reapixag, Pa., May 13.—The appearance of
articles yesterday afternoon in the Reading
journals with reference to the execation of John
Deal, which takes place to-day, had the effect
of producing some excitement in this nsually
quiet city, which was perceptible towards the
latter part of the day by the collection of a lnrge
crowd of men and women around the prison. [t
had been announced that

The Instrument of Denth
had arrived from Philadelphia and would be
placed in position during the afternoon. It
had been whigpered about that there would be a
chance of seeing the gallows, and it was in con-
sequence of this rumor that the collection of
people had assembled. Knowing that it would
be impossible for them tobe witnesses to the
banging, they signified that they would be con-
tent if allowed to view the scaffold. The Sheriff
finally yielded to their Ilmportunities and
directed that the rear gate be thrown open. This
was accordingly done, and in the spaceof an
hour orso some six hundred obtained access to
the inclosure. It was n novel sight to them, as
nine<tenths had never geen such an instrument,
Reading in the present century having had buot
three executions, two of which had occarred
prior to 1810. The one previous to that of to-
day took place in 1842, and the name of the
doomed man on that occasion was Rhinehart.
The gates were closed before 6 o'clock, by which
time those prompted by morbid curlosity had
withdrawn. The rope, which had been manu-
factured in Philadelphin, was then tested, and it
was found amply suflicient to sustain six men of
Deal's welght.
How the Prisoner Spent Yesterdny.

The prisoner spentthe hetter portion of the day
in reading. In thefmorning the sacrament was par-
taken of by him, the Rey. George Borneman, who
has charge of the German Catholle Church here,
officlating, In the afternoon thig divine again called
on him, and spent a couple of hours in devotional
exerciges, During the fTernoon several newspaper
correspondents visited his cell, with whom he chat-
tedrreely. 1t was almost mpossible to get him into
conversation about the murdefy and when he did
fallude to it, it was only to corroborate the statement

that he had made when sentence of death
wind pronounced upon him, vig :—Thut he
committed the deed In self-(defense, Bat

a8 he has already prevaricated npon this point to
both his counsel and hig spiritual advisers, this ver-
gslon of the amalr 18 not belleved. On one occasion
he admitted having murdered Harlan in self-
defense, and on another he sald that he was so
much intoxicated at the time that he was not aware
of having been gullty of such an offense until in his
moments of sobriety, when he discovered the b.ood
on the hatchet and his clothing. He, during the in-
terview, manifested the utmost indifference as to
lis fate, and on belng queationed as to whether he
really comprehended his fearful position, he replied
in the amrmative, but with a degree of carelessness
that induced those present to think that he was mis-
taken. He expressed great anxiety on their depar-
tare to know whether the gentlemen intended to
be present Lo-diy
Teo “Witness the Jig.””

He then expressed a aesire for something to eat,
and the edibles being set before him he ate heartily.
Since his incarceration his appetite has never falled
him in & single instance, and it 18 t0 the credit of
the warden, Danlel Francis, who has only held the
position since the Sth of April, that he has fed Deal
at his own expense, The prisoner spent his last
pight on earth, until midnight, o reading, when he
gignifed his intention of sleeping. The keeper who
has been constantly with Rim for several days past
withdrew, and Deal shortly thereafter went to sleep,
but did not keem to enjoy that gulet repose natural
to one who has no trouble upon his mind, e maoni-
fested considerable uneasiness, and would fre-
quently give expression to & jargon devold of
meaning.

He Hos Hepes of a Heprieve.

The prisoner has never expressed any desire for a
reprieve, but in his rambliog conversations yester-
day itbecame apparent that he had hopes that suck
a document wonld be forthcoming. On making n-
guiry outside of the jail, your correspondeut learned
that through the infloence of his brother peveral
gentleman had left for Harrlaburg in order to have
& reprieve granted, No one has dreamed that the
Governor, in view of the admission of Deal that he
had kiled Harlan, and of the fact that the latter, by
reason of his paralyzed right arm was incapable of
baving made any such demonstrations as described
by his murderer, wonld scguiesce In the demand at
this late day. No one acqualntance of his has ever
sppeared to refute the strong evidence produond
by the Commonwealtn, bnt on the contrary the
record of the Eastern Penltentiary and his condact
gince hik incarceration show him to be just such a
one a8 would take the Iifé of his fellow man. The
result of the interview of these genticmen has not
yet trapspired, but it Is cortain that the Governor
has refused o interfere In the matier,

He Acconnts for the Uhauge In his Name,

It hae come to the knowledge of Lthe gushoriiies
that the pame of John Deal was one assnmed by
lim since she commitial of the crime which he has
expiated on the gallows to-day; In fact, he has ad-
mitted it mimself, He had always prior to that
event boen known as Zachariah B, Snyder, and
under that pame he wWas sent (wloa to the Eastern
Penitetiary and enlisted In the army. He yester-
day admitted that he had ddopted the name of Deal
fnopder that his famiy might not recognize one
of their number 8 A murderer, But he still insigied
that had his parents taken the proper care of him
his early life, he wonld never have occupled & prison
cell, let alone pass from this world by the hands of
AL execufioner,

but its production has helped him Lo pass msny

prevailed upon him to leave It in their hands, and
they have pronounced it mnworthy of notice, The
last chapter of it is one of advice to young men, in
which he exhorts them to beware of rum. In addi-
ton to this doonment, there Is & manuscript which
he styles his death song, but which even a Philadel-
phia lawyer could not render in an intelligible man-
ner, He has also written several letters to the dif-
ferent members of his family, in each of which he
has encloged a photograph of himself, taken a few
weeks since by photographer Charles A, Baylor,
The Prisoner thin Morning.

The prison was surrounded at an early hour this
morning by & crowd of men, women, and children—
a majority being females whose curiosity prompted
a demand for admission, but not beilng provided
with the necessary credentials they were refosed
entrance. Deal arose at 4 o'clock and prometaded
his cell for & conple of honrs, Ie asked for break-
fast, of which he ate heartily.

Ho Takes the Bacrament,
I"At 8 o'clock Fathers Bornemann and Schyick
walted upon him and administered the Sacrnment of
the Holy Communion, Sherifl Albright also visited
him.

The prisoner conversed about his former life and
for the tirst time related the fact that prior to his
conviction for horse stealing he had served In prison
for ptealing a yoke of oxen. He still adhered to
the statement concerning the murder made in court,
and did not vary from It In one partionlar,

Whnat Fle Desired Done with His Rody,

He also degired hia body to be sent to his brother
in Wayne county, or, if e would not receive it, to
be given to the Catholic priest, who would see it
properly interred. His counsel, Messrs. Yunat,
Lancks, and Maltzburger, were with him for a short
time and he conversed freely, reverting with some
force to his first offense having been stepping-stones
to the fNnal cerime. He stated he was perfectly
willing to die, saylng God was his true friend,

FROM THE WEST.

The Great Rallrond Disaster,

Br, Louis, May 13.—The following are addi-
tional names of the wounded by the disaster on
the Missonri Pacific Rallroad, with some correc-
tiong of names incorrectly given in the first
despatches: —

Martin A. Morvess, of Highland Park, Lake
county, 1llinois, was previously reported as
Norcross.

William H. Rye, of the same place, was pre-
viously reported as Kay.

Adam Marcus, of Jersey City, Illinois, re-
ported from Kansas, has his right leg dislocated
and is bruised.

Henry Neikoff, of 8ioux City, was reported as
Makoff. Ribs broken and otherwise injured.

Henry Ohrinke, of Rantdolph county, I,

Peter Murray, of Carondelet; William H. P,
Sharpe, of Hyde Park, Mnss., arm broken; Perry
Rinkleman, of Bt. Louis, foot crushed, since
amputated; Wilson Btyle, of Reading, Mich.,
previously reported as Little, scalp wound and
severe bruises.

The whole number of killed is now reported
at 19 and the wounded at 30, ol whom 15 are
seriongly and 8 dangerouely injured.

The report that the engineer of the freight
traln bhad not been seen since the accident is
unfounded. J. P. Jackson, the engineer of the
pageenger train, says that his train was over half
an hour late at Eureka. The next regular freight
train at that place uponjflagging an extra train,
wans told that it was twenty minutes ahbead of
the express train's time, when Conductor Du-
bois, who was on the engine, sald *All right, go
abend."”

The train left Eureka slowly, and had pro-
ceeded only about half a mile when the extra
freight train was scen dashing around a bluff
under full headway, and only four or five hun-
dred yards off. Jackson whistled down brakes,

and gave her sand—that s, eprinkled
eand on  the track from a box
on the engine o prevent slipping
of the locomotive wheels, and told
the conductor and fireman to
jump off, The trains came

together almost instantly with frightful force,
and with the appalling result already desecribed.
Jackson, in jumping, was tumbled over a wood-
pile, and found himself thirty feet on the other
gide of the fence. He did not lose consciousness,
and was not seriously hurt. The ecollision
oceurred on a fill or artidcial embankment,
about fifteen feet thick.

The blame of the collislon seems to attach to
William Odor, conductor of the exira freight
train, who should have walted at the gravel
switch until the expreas train passed, but who
either misapprehended his orders or thought he
could reach Bureka ahead of the passenger
train.
